Senate in a Deadlock.

WASHINGTON—The senate was 


thrown into a deadlock today by a 
fight of the insurgents to prevent 
the re-election of Sen. Summins of 
lo-.va, the 
president pro-tern, as 


chairman of the 
interstate com- 


merce committee. 


On the first ballot Sen. Cummins 


fell three short of the necessary 
majority, his vote 'being 41 to 33 
for Sen. Smith, dem., South Caro- 
lina, and seven for Sen. La Follette, 
the recognized leader of the repub- 
lican insurgent group. 


The democrats voted solidly for 


Smith, and five republicans and the 
two 
farmer-labor 
senators from 


Minnesota, supported La 
Follette. 


The five republicans voting for the 
insurgent leader were Brookhart, 
lou-a; Fraxier, X. Dak.; 
Howetl, 


Neb.; Lodd, N. Dak.; and Norris, 
Neb. 


On the second ballot 
'Cummins 


received 39 votes, four less than a 
majority, while Smith polled 38 and 
La Follette seven. The same senat- 
ors supported the Wisconsin sen- 
ator on the second ballot. 


The vote on the third ballot was 


the same as that on the first—Cum- 
mins 41; Smith 39; La Follette 7. 


After the third ballot the senate, 


on motion of Sen. Lodge, Mass., the 
republican leader, went into execu- 
tive- session and adjourned with the 
deadlock unbroken.

It is a story of the man- 
ner in which the net work of wires.of a great news asso- 
ciation threading to over 1,300 newspapers in the country 
has located a man who has been missing for three years. 


As a result of a story printed in The Capital Times on 


Friday and sent out over the wires of the Associated Press 
from this office, James La Veer, husband of Eleanor 
La Veer, has been located in an Iowa prison after being 
missing for three years. The revelation was made after 
Mrs. Eleanor La Veer, formerly of Sun Prairie, had told 
The Capital Times of the circumstances surrounding her 
husband's disappearance. 


The Capital Times received the first details of the La 


Veer story from Tony Marx, South Madison, a brother-in- 
law of Mrs. La Veer on Friday morning. The Capital 
Times is a member of The Associated Press and the fol- 
lowing story was sent out early Friday afternoon over The 
Associated Press wire from The Capital Times editorial 
rooms:

MADISON, Wis.—In the belief that the arrest of Ed- 


ward J. Sailstad, of Eau Claire, will throw some light upon 
the mysterious disappearance of her husband, Mrs. Elea- 
nore La Veer, formerly of Madison, will come here tomor- 
row from Janesville to enlist the aid of District Attorney 
T. G. Lewis in a search for her mate, Mrs. La Veer said 
today. 


James La Veer, the husband, was employed by Sailstad 


at the time of the latter's disappearance, according to Mrs. 
La Veer. She stated that before Sailstad disappeared her 
husband wrote that he had had difficulty with Sailstad. 
After the burning of the cottage at Lake Nebagamon, the 
woman said she received letters but she was confident that 
they did not come from her husband and that she had held 
the belief that the body found in the charred ruins of the 
cottage was that of La Veer.

The Water- 
loo newspapers sent word back 
inquiring if the La Veer men- 
tioned in the Associated Press 
story was the same La Veer 
convicted of selling fraudulent 
stock in Iowa and sentenced to 
seven years in the prison. The 
facts were checked up and the 
La Veer in the prison in Ijpva 
was found to be the husband 
sought for three years by Mrs. 
La Veer. 


Mrs. La Veer had f.ot neard 


a word from her husband since 
he dropped from sight in Eau 
Claire in June 1920 until-word 
came back from Waterloo that 
her husband was in the Iowa 
prison.

A Tribute To Public Health

HE theory long held by many per- 
sons that the child of the congested 


districts of larger Cities has a lees prom- 
ising prospect of surviving the ills cpm- 
mon to babyhood than his brother or 
sister of the smaller town is somewhat 
upset by statistics just published by the 
American Child Health Association, of 
which Herbert Hoover is the president. 


While the lowest infant mortality 


rates registered in the United States are 
in smaller towns, such as Braintree, 
Mass., and Berkeley, California, which 
are chiefly residential communities, it is 
in cities of this same size, with popula- 
tions of between 10,000 and 25,000, that 
the highest rates are registered. This is 
true particularly of manufacturing and 
mining centers. 


New York City, with its great popula- 


tion of approximately six millions, re- 
ported in 1922 that only 75 of each thou- 
sand children born died before reaching 
their first birthday. This was a marked 
decrease from the rate previously record- 
ed and is attributed by the Association 
in a large measure to a more wide-spread 
effort to carry modern health methods 
into the homes and to safeguard children 
in the schools,—a tribute to public 
health work. 


Statistics dealing with the infant mor- 


tality rate in the rest of the country are 
just as interesting as those on New York 
City. 


Buffalo, with 103, Kansas City, with 


100 and Pittsburgh, with 96, have the 
highest rate of the 25 American cities 
with more than 250,000 population. Of 
these same large cities an exceedingly 
low death rate is reported by Seattle, 
with 49; Minneapolis with 53 and Port- 
land, Ore., with 56. 


One of the highest rates in the United 


States is returned from Bristol, K. I., 
with 202, and Dunmore, Penna., a min- 
ing center, has 177. 
And in this same 


classification of cities, from 10,000 to 
25,000, the lowest mark in the United 
States is registered. It is that of Brain- 
tree, Mass., with only 24. - Columbus, 
Miss., is close up with only 25 and As- 
toria, Oregon, has cut its rate to the al- 
most irreducible minimum of 29. 


The wide/disparity between conditions 


in the towns of the last-listed classifica- 
tion, such as 202 for Bristol and 24 for 
Braintree is explained by the fact that 
Braintree is a suburban residential com- 
munity with few manufacturing inter- 
ests, while Bristol is essentially a man- 
ufacturing center. 


[To The Editor]—My attention'has just been 


called to your splendid editorial on "Time to 
Clean up Bankruptcy of Future."

ruptcy, situation in this cour.try is little less 
than appalling. 


It was emphasized that in all together too 


many bankruptcy cases where 
at 
the 
time 


bankruptcy is entered into, there appears to 
be a fairly good showing of assets, and by the 
time the thing goes through bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings there is little if anything left for the 
creditors. In this connection it was suggested 
that the summary of a representative number 
of bankruptcy cases showing amount of as- 
sets and liabilities at time of failure and giv- 
ing in a parallel column amounts paid to cred- 
itors, -would make highly interesting reading 
for business people. 


There is a very close alliance between par- 


ties who proclaim themselves professional ref- 
erees in bankruptcy with attorneys and possibly 
also with judges. 


.Only this afternoon, prior to reading your 


editorial, was discussing the matter of bank- 
ruptcies -with a leader banker of our county. 
He emphasized the fact that whenever a bank- 
er goes wrong 
whether 
through 
dishonest 


practices or mistakes in judgment, the courts 
are very drastic, while with' a business con- 
cern, if it cannot meet its obligation entering 
into bankruptcy, entirely absolves it from fi- 
nancial responsibility. 


It wasn't this phase of the situation that the 


writer has in mind, so much as it is the other 
phase whereby when a bankruptcy case is en- 
tered into, before those appointed to take 
charge of affairs get through with the case 
there is little, if anything, left for the cred-. 
itors. It would appear that it is high time that 
this matter be giver, serious attention on the 
part of our law making bodies. 


Again we want to commend you for your ed- 


itorial. We trust that it will be povible for 
your paper to take up the cudgel in this mat- 
ter. We are sure that you will meet a ready 
response on the part of the business people of 
the state.—Wisconsin Cheese Producers' Fed- 
eration, P. G. Swoboda, General Manager, Ply- 
mouth, Wis.
